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Mr.  Mayor  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  for  your  consideration,  my  Report  on 
the  Health  and  Sanitary  Affairs  of  the  Borough  during  the 
past  year. 

The  number  of  Births  during  the  year  was  71,  of  which 
number  63  belong  to  the  Parish  of  Great  Torrington,  this  gives 
a  Birth  Rate  of  21*14  1,000  population. 

There  were  6  Deaths  of  Children  under  i  year,  which 
gives  a  Death  Rate  of  84*51  per  1,000  Births.  This  is  a  distinct 
improvement  upon  last  year’s  Infant  Mortality,  and  as  i  certi¬ 
fied  death  was  an  infant  of  only  i  day  and  2  other  deaths 
occurred  very  early,  and  were  due  to  Congenital  Debility,  the 
improvement  is  even  more  satisfactory  than  appears. 

The  number  of  Deaths  registered  during  the  year  was  54, 
of  which  number  4  were  allocated  to  other  Parishes.  This 
gives  a  Death  Rate  for  the  Parish  of  16*78,  which  is  a  marked 
improvement  upon  the  preceding  year,  but  is  still  high  for 
the  locality.  Of  these  Deaths,  20  were  of  persons  over  70 
years  of  age. 

There  were  5  Deaths  due  to  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  and 
I  to  some  other  form  of  Tuberculosis,  as  compared  with  10  due 
to  every  form  of  Tuberculosis  during  1913.  The  Death  Rate 
per  1,000  due  to  Phthisis  is  1*68,  as  compared  with  2*6. 

There  were  6  Deaths  due  to  Cancer,  as  compared  with 
4  the  preceding  year.  There  were  2  Deaths  due  to  Scarlet 
Fever,  and  i  to  Diphtheria.  16  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were 
notified  during  the  year,  of  which  number  4  died. 

Of  other  Infectious  Diseases  notified  there  were  18  Scarlet 
Fever,  2  Diphtheria,  and  i  Typhoid. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  has  visited  640  Houses,  and  has 
carried  out  his  work  during  the  year  in  a  thoroughly  consci- 


entious  and  able  manner.  He  has  spent  a  very  considerable 
amount  of  time,  both  day  and  night,  over  his  Water  Duties, 
and  has  left  no  stone  unturned  in  his  efforts  to  remedy  such 
defects  as  lie  within  his  power. 

Owing  to  the  outbreak  of  War  on  August  the  4th,  I 
became  liable  for  service,  and  was  notified  by  the  High  Com¬ 
missioner  for  New  Zealand  that  my  name  had  been  forwarded 
to  the  War  Office  for  service  if  required,  I  therefore  arranged 
with  Dr.  G.  Rice,  of  Bideford,  that  he  should  come  and  take 
up  his  residence  at  Castle  House  and  carry  on  my  professional 
duties  should  such  an  emergency  arise,  and  on  August  the  iith 
I  informed  the  Council  of  the  probability  of  my  being  called 
up  for  service,  and  of  the  steps  I  had  taken  to  provide  for  the 
carrying  on  of  my  work  during  my  enforced  absence.  I  was 
called  upon  to  take  Command  of  a  Field  Ambulance  on  October 
the  14th,  and  installed  Dr.  Rice  in  my  house  the  following  day. 
I  regret,  extremely,  that  after  a  few  weeks  of  duty.  Dr.  Rice’s 
health  prevented  his  carrying  out  his  agreement  with  me,  and 
by  that  time  it  was  practically  impossible  to  get  an  efficient  Locum. 

At  the  Outbreak  of  War  a  Squadron  of  the  Royal  North 
Devon  Hussars,  I.  Y.,  mobilized  in  the  Borough,  and  were 
billeted  in  the  Town  for  some  time.  During  the  time  the 
troops  were  here  their  behaviour  was  excellent,  and  the  Health 
of  the  Borough  was  not  in  any  way  affected  by  their  presence. 
When  the  troops  left  on  August  the  13th,  they  were  accorded 
a  Public  Farewell  by  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  Councillors,  and 
other  Public  Officials,  and  a  very  large  concourse  of  people 
gathered  in  the  High  Street  to  assist  at  the  impressive  and 
loyal  ceremony.

PHYSICAL  FEATURES. 

Hilly  Pastoral  and  Agricultural  land,  intersected  by  rather 
deep  valleys.  There  are  several  large  brooks  which  run  into  the 
River  Torridge,  which  River,  for  a  distance  of  4  miles,  winds  along 
the  South  Western  border  of  the  Parish.  The  greatest  altitude 
above  Sea  Level  is  along  a  portion  of  the  Northern  border,  where 
there  is  a  ridge  running  East  and  West  which  reaches  an  altitude  of 
about  600  feet  above  Sea  Level.  The  Town  is  situated  on  a  Plateau 
running  East  and  West,  and  is  nearly  a  mile  in  length  ;  it  has  the 
deep  valley  of  the  Torridge  on  the  South  side,  and  another  valley  on 
the  North.  The  highest  portions  of  this  Plateau  are  just  under  350 
feet  above  Sea  Level,  and  the  precipitous  slopes  falling  towards  the 
River  on  the  South  are  a  marked  and  picturesque  feature  of  the 
Ancient  Borough. 

The  soil  varies,  there  being  both  light  and  heavy  land  in  the 
Parish.  In  some  places  there  are  outcrops  of  rock,  and  the  subsoil 
is  rock  and  clay.  The  rock  consists  of  Sandstone  and  Shale. 

OCCUPATIONS. 

In  the  rural  portions  of  the  Parish,  Agricultural  occupations 
are  followed,  but  the  principal  occupation  of  the  Borough  is  Glove¬ 
making,  either  in  one  of  the  Factories,  or  as  a  Home  Industry. 
There  has  been  a  very  marked  increase  in  the  Gloving  Industry  since 
the  commencement  of  the  War,  and  all  available  Glovers  are  working 
on  full  time.  There  is  also  Leather  Dressing,  Agricultural  Imple¬ 
ment  Making,  and  the  other  usual  occupations  of  a  Country  Town. 

HOUSE  ACCOMMODATION. 

During  the  year  3  more  old  dwellings  have  been  pulled  down, 
and  5  new  houses  have  been  completed,  of  which  number  4  have 
been  occupied,  otherwise  the  condition  of  the  Town,  from  the  Hous¬ 
ing  point  of  view,  remains  practically  the  same  as  in  the  preceding 
year.

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  Borough  obtains  its  water  from  Moors  and  Uplands 
about  3  miles  to  the  North  East  of  the  Town,  from  a  Collecting  Area 
of  about  150  Acres.  The  Springs  and  small  Streams  flow  into  an 
open  Reservoir  of  about  13,000,000  Gallons  capacity.  There  are  2 
Filter  Beds,  and  after  filtration,  the  water  is  collected  in  a  clean 
water  well  and  conveyed  by  gravitation  through  iron  pipes  to  the 
Borough,  the  fall  being  about  120  feet.  The  Supply  is  continuous 
to  659  Families.  As  the  Springs  supplying  the  Reservoir  are  abun¬ 
dant,  except  for  3  months  of  the  year,  the  supply  of  water  should  be 
ample  for  the  needs  of  the  Borough.  During  the  year  the  Council 
have  spent  a  considerable  amount  of  time  and  careful  thought  in  the 
endeavour  to  improve  the  water  pressure  in  the  higher  parts  of  the 
Town.  Mr.  Adams,  of  Westminster,  spent  some  time  in  Torrington 
and  made  various  suggestions  which  have  been  carried  into  effect. 
A  very  large  amount  of  Calcareous  deposit  was  known  to  exist  in  the 
Mains,  and  portions  had  been  taken  out  for  inspection.  About  600 
feet  of  new  steel  5-inch  piping  was  laid  in  place  of  the  old  iron  3'in., 
and  later  on,  9  of  the  main  branches  were  taken  out,  thoroughly 
cleaned  out  and  relaid.  The  water  is  of  excellent  quality,  and 
during  the  year  was  examined  by  the  County  Analyst  at  Exeter  in 
addition  to  the  regular  Chemical  Examination  by  the  M.  O.  H.  of 
the  Borough. 


MILK  SUPPLY. 

There  are  19  Registered  Dairies  in  the  Borough  and  Parish, 
at  which  about  160  Cows  are  regularly  milked;  the  Cattle  are 
healthy  and  well  cared  for,  and  lie  out  for  a  large  part  of  the  year. 
The  Dairies  are  clean  and  well  kept,  and  leave  little  to  be  desired  on 
the  score  of  cleanliness.  The  Storage  of  Milk  is  satisfactory,  and  it 
was  not  found  necessary  to  serve  any  Notices  to  remedy  Defects. 
The  Cowsheds  are  regularly  limewashed  twice  yearly,  and  are  cleaned 
out  daily,  but  most  of  them  still  require  re-flooring,  as  nothing  has 
been  done  to  improve  the  condition  reported  by  the  M.  O.  H.  on 
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previous  occasions.  The  floors  in  some  instances  are  so  badly  broken 
and  irregular  that  pools  of  liquid  remain,  and  it  is  a  practical  imposs¬ 
ibility  to  clean  them  in  a  reasonably  satisfactory  manner.  Regular 
Inspections  are  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Officials. 


OTHER  FOODS. 

A  careful  supervision  is  kept  over  all  food  exposed  for  sale  in 
the  Borough,  especially  that  brought  in  from  outside  the  Borough 
for  sale  in  the  Public  Market. 


THE  PANNIER  MARKET. 

No  attempt  has  yet  been  made  to  improve  the  condition  of 
this  Market,  the  old  cobblestone  flooring  still  remains  in  the  same 
condition  as  when  reported  upon  the  previous  year,  the  condition  is 
most  unsatisfactory.  Experiments  are  being  made  as  to  the  best 
means  of  remedying  this. 


SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

There  are  4  Slaughter  Houses  in  the  Borough,  all  being  clean 
and  well  kept,  and  are  regularly  inspected  by  the  Sanitary  Officers. 


SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 

Various  improvements  have  been  carried  out  with  regard  to 
the  Drainage.  The  Sewage  Tank  which  receives  the  sewage  and  a 
certain  amount  of  surface  drainage  from  Mill  Street  and  the  vicinity, 
has  been  completely  reconstructed,  and  made  much  more  capable  of 
effectually  Oxidizing  the  Sewage  which  passes  through  it.

About  270  Tons  of  Refuse 
are  dealt  with  annually,  it  is  removed  on  to  waste  land  outside  the 
Borough,  but  is  not  destroyed.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  Borough  has  been  fairly  free  from  Infectious  Diseases 
during  the  year.  The  Epidemic  of  Scarlet  Fever  which  was  prevalent 
during  the  latter  half  of  1913,  continued  until  May,  and  during  the 
year  1914,’  18  cases  were  notified,  of  which  2  died,  both  deaths  being 
due  to  Nephritis.  There  were  2  cases  of  Diphtheria,  i  of  which  died, 
and  I  case  of  Enteric  Fever.

TUBERCULOSIS. 

There  were  5  deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  during 
the  year,  which  is  an  improvement  upon  the  large  number  of  the 
preceding  year,  but  this  still  leaves  the  Borough  with  a  Death  Rate 
of  1*6  due  to  this  terrible  scourge,  and  it  is  still  much  to  be  regretted 
that  the  public,  as  a  rule,  are  indifferent  to  the  great  necessity  of 
assisting  in  the  war  against  the  disease.  Free  ventilation  of  bedrooms, 
the  use  of  spitting  flasks,  scrupulous  care  on  the  part  of  the  infected 
persons  to  safeguard  the  health  of  others,  very  materially  help  in 
preventing  the  spread  of  this  much  too  common  ailment. 

The  fact  that  t6  fresh  cases  have  been  notified  during  the  past 
twelve  months  should  arouse  a  determination  on  the  part  of  all  who 
reside  in  this  ideally  situated  Town  to  stamp  out  as  completely  as 
possible  the  causes  which  lead  to  so  many  of  these  cases.
